GOVERNOR SMITH'S 


ACCEPTANCE 


The acceptance address of Governor 


Smith will not rank high either as a state 
-or political doctiment. However, this is 
of secondary importance if it outlines a 
worthv program of government and is 
marked bv worthy ideals. There is an 
effort throughout to emphasize the hu- 
man in contrast to the material side oi 
life, but the side-thrusts at big business. 
monopoly and privilege are somewhat 
weakened by Genera! Motors manage- 
ment of his campaign and his apparent 
belief that the Federal Reserve act of the 
Wilson administration confers special 
benefits on the financial interests. At any 
rate he classes the Federal Reserve act 
with the tariff, ship subsidies, etc., m ar- 
guing that if government is to assist all 
these interests it is in duty bound to 
come to the aid of agriculture. 


Mr. Smith makes good use of Cleve- 


land performances and Wilson idealism 
in his appeal for a renewal of confidence 
in the Democrat party. 
This is more 


modem and more to the point than going 
back to Jefferson and Jackson. He goes 
to pains to impress .his audience with 
the fact that he is for progress as opposed 
to reaction. 
He strives to the best of 


his ability to inspire confidence alike in 
the people and big business, a balancing 
feat the Republican party has been able 
to pu'. over most of the time even with an 
occasional tumble. Some of Mr. Smith's 
proposals are excellent, but there is a 
general casting about to properly express 
himself on major problems that are new 
to him and difficult of approach, as for 
instance when he ventures into the fields 
of economy touching agriculture, water- 
way development, conservation, and par- 
ticularly foreign policy, 
limitation of 


• armaments and measures for peace. 


Naturally the public is chiefly interest-

His proposal to amend the 18th amend- 


ment is more interesting and we believe 
more genuine. He is apparently favorable 
to the Canadian system of handling the 
question. He wants to have liquor dis- 
pensed by the government, under suit- 
able regulation. He does not want the 
saloon to come back. He would return to 
the state determination of prohibition 
and liquor control, and inferentially 
would inaugurate state monoply of the 
liquor business. Laying aside the ques- 
tion whether it is possible in the United 
States, where political and social condi- 
tions are radically different from those in 
Canada, including respect for and en- 
forcement of law, to modify 
the 18th 


amendment without bringing back the 
saloon in all its old-time glory, debauch- 
ery and political depravity, Mr. Smith 
here exhibits real courage and a com- 
mendable directness. He does not beat 
about the bush. He does/vhat the party 
he is for the moment leading did not dare 
to do at Houston; in fact, what it refused 
to do upon demand.

cept among the well to do. There are three 
women in the hou^e where I live who have 
them. One is elderly and mother of a large fam- 
ily. One is a young married woman. One is my- 
self. I am a model, aged 27. I han an eppen- 
dectotny three years ago, and since that time 
there has been a gradual increase in the sue of 
the veins in my legs. Xow the lumps in the 
legs are noticeable and I fear this will mean 
the loss of my occupation,

worries me a good deal. What causes these 
varicose veins? What can be done for them? 
Why are they seen only among the poor? 
Speaking for the three victims in our tiouse. we 
are sure you would help a multitude by writing

about this subject. We find your column in- 
structive, helpful and interesting. The eldest of 
us three insists that bearins children L-- the 
cause, but I have borne no children and I have 
varicose ve;ns. Di<l my abdominal operation per- 
haps have something to <!o with it? 
Varicose 
veins, 
like obesity, real beauty, "ray • 


hair, patience, cancer of uterus, hardening of the j 
arteries and wisdom tevth. do prevail more onions i 
women who have borne children than amorfEr v.omen j 
who have not. but what of it? These thmzs re- J 
quire time to develop. 
j 


I do not believe enlarged, dilated, atrophied or! 


swollen veins are more frequent today tlian they j 
were in former days. On the contrary, I be!;evt i 
this varicose condition is less prevalent amons ivo- 
men now than it has ever been before and cer- 
tainly it is not more frequent among men. If women 
seem to suffer more frequently today that is be- 
cause we see more of their legs nowadays. In most 
cases varicose veins cause no particular discomfort 
or disability, at least in the earlier stage, and there- 
fore most subjects of the condition would not com- 
plain of it if they could hide their legs from view. 
That's why varicose veins did not seem to preva- 
lent in the old days when a brief flash at an an- 
kle was considered rather risque. 


Experience does not bear out the correspondent's 


belief 
that 
varicose veins occur only or mainly 


among the poor and not among1 the well to do. I 
can cite no actual data or tabulation, but I know- 
there is little if any difference between the suscep- 
tibility of the rich and the poor to varicose veins. 


We do not know precisely why one individual 


under certain circumstances develops varicose 
veins and another under the. same circumstances 
does not. Is there some unknown factor, call it 
X, lacking or deficient in the diet of the individual 
who develops varicose veins? This is one of many 
important questions which may be solved, -with 
benefit to the race, when the criminals in our pri- 
sons are by law turned over to medical science for 
the humane purpose of experimentation. 


As I explained in detail in several recent talks 


published here, the common predisposing or con- 
tributing causes of varicose enlargement of the 
veins in the lower half of the body are (1) man's 
vertical pasture. (2) constricting or restricting: 
clothing. (3) neglect of, or faulty physical educa- 
tion, (4) unnatural (chest or thoracic) breathing. 
(5) dignity and gravity. 


Ijong hours on the feet are not a factor, for the 


great majority of persons who stand long hours 
have no varicosities. But standing or even sitting in 
a slouched posture favors stasis or stagnation of 
blood in the lower half of the body. Workers who 
sit or stand long hours may counteract the tendency 
toward such senous stagnation by (1) rolling a 
somersault or two on the floor every hour. (2) 
bracing themselves every hour, or (3) lying on back 
with legs elevated to vertical and wiggling toes or 
juggling an imaginary ball with the feet for a few 
moments every hour.

enjoy prosperity. Wher four million 
men. desirous to work and support 
their families, are unable to secure 
employment there is very little in 
the picture of prosperity to attract 
them and the millions dependent up- 
on them. 


In the year 192$. the latest figures 


available show that l-20th of 1 per 
cent of the 420,000 corporations in 
this country earned 40 per cent of 
their profits; 40 per cent of the cor- 
porations actually tost money; % of 
1 per cent of these corporations earn- 
ed two-thirds of the profits of all of 
them. Specific industries are wholly 
prostrate and there is widespread busi- 
ness difficulty and discontent among 
the individual business men of 
the 


country. 
Prosperity to the exten that 
we 


have it is unduly concentrated and 
has not equitably touched the lives of 
the farmer, the wage-earner and the 
individual business man. The* claim 
of governmental economy is as base- 
less as the claims that general busi- 
ness prosperity exists and that it can 
exist only under Republican adminis- 
tration. 
When the Republican Party came 


into power in 1921 it definitely prom- 
ised reorganization of the machinery 
of government and abolition or consoli- 
dation of unnecessary and overlapping* 
agencies.

pathoiogisis have discovered a way to 
check materially the Fusarium rots 
that In some instances have caused a 
25 per cent loss in the fall crop. 


Dr. Freeman Weiss, who made the 


investigations with the assistance of 
J. L- lAuritzen and Philip Brierley, ex- 
plains that the high temperature in- 
fluences the wound-healing process in 
the potato and that after a few days* 
exposure the tubers may be moved 
into storage dry and to a large meas- 
ure proof against Fusarium infection. 


"While the sun cure is advanced as 


a. beneficial practice, care must be ex- 
ercised to eliminate from the storage 
place the more deeply cut and bruised 
potatoes. 
The healing process may 


not have been complete and in the low 


rate of production. The 
marketing 


channels through which the eggs pass 
vary greatly in their relativs com- 
plexity, says the author, depending 
upon how direct the contacts are be- 
tween 
producer and consumer or 


through how many different bands the 
eggs pass during their 
journey to 


market- Constant effort has been made 
to improve methods of handling and 
marketing, including better care on 
the farms, more frequent marketing, 
-more favorable temperatures by the 
use of chill rooms, better packing ma- 
terials, better grading and more effi- 
cient distribution, all of which is re- 
sulting in a gradual raising of the 
level of quality of eggs reaching con- 
suming markets and a reduction in 
breakage.

Particularly in the sur 
plus of the late crop held for storage 
the loss is believed to run from 5 to 
10 per cent of the crop.

losses have ranged up to 25 per cent 
for individual states and for individual 
growers the losses sometimes have 
amounted to half or more of the crop. 


"It is necessary to prevent infec- 


tion in order to prevent rot in stor- 
age." Dr. Weiss declares. "Infection 
can be prevented by reducing to a 
minimum all forms of handlrng in- 
juries by surface-drying 
potatoes

time for mechanical injuries to heal 
under exposure to dry, moderately 
warm conditions before storing if the 
temperature in the storage house is 
betow 50 degrees. 


"At that temperature it takes about 


3. week for suberization in the Rural 
Xew Yorker variety to an extent that 
protects wounds against Fusarium in- 
fection. Healing is slower in this var 
iety-'than in any other, while the Irish 
Cobbler is rapid ia this respect."

The five horse power motor enables

"While the cost of the fuel is prac- 


tically the same for the electric motor 
and the tractor :he motor costs about 
one-fourth as rr.u^h and lasts five to 
t*n years longer." Mr. Duffee says, 
vho also points out that the use of a. 
motor for filling the stlo frees tho 
tractor for use in the field. 


Nor do electric motors stand idle 


from season to season. Grinding fe 
was among the first uses for the mo- 
tors, and !s still one of the most im- 
portant, but they are also used for 
hoisting hay and cutting wood. 


Motors are especially well adapted 


for hoisting hay, for they can develop 
a large overload for a. few seconds, 
just as the forkful leaves the wagon.
